It was this 
power of local concentration, and not 
superiority of numbers—though he has 
had, and will probably retain for some 
time, superiority of guns—which secured 
his early successes. The chief danger 
which confronted the Rumanians at the 
outset was that, by swift transfers of 
strength from point to point in the 
passes, he would quickly break through 
their disorganised defence. The Rumanian 
defence, however, held, though pre 
cariously, through that critical period, 
and now its reorganisation and its numeri- 
cal superiority by Russian reinforcement 
promise to deprive General von Falken- 
hayn of the fruits of his early successes. 
The defence is now strong enough both to 
resist successfully at the most threatened 
points and to undertake counter-offensive 
movements at other points. The enemy’s 
concentration of strength upon one pass 
exposes them to weakness at another. 
Their chief weight at present is directed 
through the Predeal and Torzburg Passes 
between Brasso and Bukharest. It is 
evident that, if the Russo-Rumanian com- 
mand was foreed to contemplate the 
success of this attempt, it would let no 
risks be run by its forces in the passes 
further west, which would be-cut off if 
the Austro-Germans succeeded in penetrat- 
ing towards Bukharest. But in these 
passes it is at this moment taking counter- 
offensive action. . In the Vulkan Pass— 
or the Jiul River valley, as the Russians 
and Rumanigns call it in their com- 
muniqués—our Allies have won a notable 
success, Capturing nearly a thousand 
prisoners and two mountain howitzer 
batteries. In the Roter Turm Pass—ihe 
Alt River valley—between the Vulkan and 
the Torzburg, where the enemy's pressure 
is heaviest, they have achieved a still 
more striking success, advancing over six 
miles northwards. This advance is 
especially significant, since just beyond 
the northern outlet from the pass there 
lies, south of Hermannstadt, an important 
junction in the enemy s communication 
along the frontier. It is not remarkable 
in these circumstances that the Berlin 
communiqué claims small progress, but is 
insistent upon oun Allies’ “obstinate 
resistance.” 

The position of our Allies on Marshal 
von Mackensen’s front in the Dobrudja is 
not so favourable. Now that Cernavoda 
and the railway are lost, there is no point 
in attempting to hold any part of the 
Dobrudja south of the Danube; but we 
have still to see whether the Russo- 
Rumanian forces will be able to retire 
north of the river without serious loss. 
Marshal von Mackensen is pressing his 
pursuit hard. His forces are now within 
ten miles of the Danube delta, and the 
latest Bulgarian report states that the 
Russo-Rumanian forces. are retiring pre- 
cipitately towards the ferries and pontoon 
bridges which ~constitute their only 
avenues of retreat west into Rumanian 
H the 
main bodies are to cross safely, it may 
become necessary to sacrifice a strong 
rear-guard. It is not obvious what 
Marshal von Mackensen hopes to effect 
in the Dobrudja beyond inflicting loss 
upon the Russo-Rumanian forces which 
are not yet withdrawn. He can 
scarcely contemplate, with the forces 
at his disposal, an attempt to cross the 
river and invade either Rumania or 
Russia. .He may hope, however, by the 
threat of such an invasion, to draw off to 
the defence of the Danube Russian forces 
which would otherwise be available for 
action elsewhere. But that is a policy 
which two sides can adopt, and there are 
signs in Volhynia and Galicia that the 
Russians have no intention of neglecting 
its possibilities. On both Rumahian 
fronts the approach of winter favours the 
defence. If no decision is reached when 
it arrives, a renewed attempt to crush 
Rumania will be the. first objective of 
German military policy in the spring. 
That consideration alone will urge the 
Allies to maintain throughout the winter 
the utmost pressure on all fronts, and 
particularly in the west. It is a mis- 
fortune that bad weather should have 
interrupted operations on the Somme at 
an auspicious moment; but Saturday's 
successful action beyond Lesbeeufs shows 
that Sir Douglas Haig is alert to seize 
every opportunity which improvement in 
the weather affords.

i Industrial Peace. 
-The Government has been informed of 
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unions of the conditions of women’s labour 
after the war. We do not propose to com- 
ment upon this programme. Obviously, 
every one of these baldly stated proposals 
is qualified, even in the initial draft, 
in all sorts of ways, and what has been 
set forth is the mere skeleton of, the pro- 
gramme. It gives no information either 
as to the terms which the employers would 
put forward on their part. . The -pro- 
gramme, moreover, implies very large in- 
novations in State action. No doubt, the 
path to agreement between capital and 


labour can be made very much smoother if: 


a third party—i.c., the State—makes large 
promises to both sides. A combination 
between capital and labour to extract such 
promises from the State-will be enormously 
strong. It becomes a matter for con- 
sideration whether, for the sake of ease in 
one direction, the difficulties created in 
another direction will not be equally grave. 
Since, however, the smooth working of the 
industrial system must be one of our first 
cares for the immediate future, there will 


be a general disposition to go very far in.

Farm and Flood. 


Our provincial correspondents, in their Pj, 


weather reports, have written chiefly 
about the more picturesque effects of the 
storm at the end of last week. Since the 
main shock of the gale passed there has 
been! a good deal more rain, and it is 
to bé feared that between wind and rain 
heavy damage has been done to agricul- 
ture in various parts of the country. It 
is probable, indeed, that the worst effects 
of the bad weather have not yet been 
seen, for the excess of water in the 
thousands of small water courses will take 
time to reach the low-lying land through 
which the larger rivers flow. The hay 
crops have been abundant this year, but 
many farmers were trusting to the late 
crop for a large proportion of their winter 
and spring stock of hay. The damage 
which is being causéd to a great quantity 
of the hay still in the fields by the nsíng 
floods is, therefore, a matter of much 
anxiety to them—the more so, in that 
other sustenance for their live stock is 
scarce or expensive. The persistent 
humidity also tends to remove from 
farmers’- minds whatever hopes they: re- 
tained as to those potatoes which had not 
already failed. It has been a trouble- 
some autumn for agriculture. Such 
seasons as these make the farmer cautious 
even at his most prosperous periods. Irish 
farmers .never in the history of the 
country had a better year than that which 
preceded the present harvest, but, hard 
upon that excellent time, they witness a 
season that is full of the difficulties and 
diawbacks so familiar to the agricultural 
community im Ireland. We do not 
wish to imply that the present  condi- 
tions are disastrous. Unfortunately, 
however, all the difficulties that have 
occurred are such as to make farmers 
afraid to keep as much live stock 
on hands as they had last winter and 
spring, while it is highly desirable that 
the number of stock in the country should 
be maintained. We hope that their ex- 
cellent profits during the year will en- 
g@ourage farmers to invest strongly in the 
maintenance of their live stock. They 
are likely to reap the reward if they bide 
their time.

winter is the time for thought and pre- 
paration, and we wish to repeat with re- 
newed emphasis our considered opinion 
that the military means at the disposal of 
the Allies are not at present adequate to 
give fair hope of decisive victory. They 
are ehough, and more than enough, for 
defence, if intelligently used, but the at- 
tack is imposed upon us by Germany's 
past victories and her possession of terri- 
tories belonging to our Allies; and the 
attack, as everyone knows, requires a great 
superiority of force.” 

It is impossible to say what the result 
of the poll in Australia on conscription 
will be. Yesterday's returns showed a 
majority of some 86,000 votes against the 
proposal, but some 500,000 votes still have 
to be examined. Then the votes ef 100,000 
men in Europe have yet to be counted, and 
it is believed that the majority will vote 
for compulsory service. The struggle has 
been one of the most bitter ever waged in 
the Commonwealth, the issue raised by 
Mr. Hughes dividing the country in- 
tensely. Mr. Hughes, however, holds that 
conscription is vital to his ey and he is 
determined to persevere. oting was 
going on yesterday at the Australian mili- 
tary offices in the West End, and it is de- 
clared that quite 95 per cent. of the Aus- 
tralian Imperial forces have recorded their 
votes. The result of the poll here will not 
known for some time, since the votes 
are to be sent out to Australia for count- 
ing. 

A party of South African natives, the 
first of a contingent of 10,000, has arrived 
in France. They are to be employed in 
labour at the more southern seaports, and 
relieve white soldiers now employed in dock 
work. The men are the  half-caste 
natives known as Cape boys, and they are 
to be housed in compounds similar to those 
used at the mines in South Africa. Colonel 
Pritchard is in command, and the staff 
will likewise consist of Europeans. Colone} 
Pritchard is well fitted for his task, for he 
has been associated for many years with 
the ment of Native Affairs in the 
Union Government. The War Office acted 
with General Botha in the arrangements 
for bringing the men over, and the work 
of the men will be confined to France. 

The King has done a very popular act 
in announcing that in future, where dis- 
tinctions and decorations have been won 
by our soldiers on the field of battle, but 
death has intervened before they have 
actually been received, they will be pub- 
licly presented to the nearest relatives of 
those who have won them. In the case of 
the Victoria Cross and certain exalted dis- 
tinctions, the King himself will bestow 
the posthumous awards. In the case of 
the D.S.0. and other decorations, they will 
be given by the General Officers Command- 
ing districts. There’ has been nothing 
more pathetic in the war than the many 
instances where soldiers have won these 
much-coveted distinctions, but have either 
died in the winning or been killed soon 
after. The new Army Order which the 
King has signed will make our practice 
conform to that of the French. 

The German piracy on Norwegian vessels 
continues, and shipmasters from Norway 
arriving in East Coast ports relate exciting 
experiences. They also state that it is 
well known in Scandinavia that Germany 
has long concentrated her energies as re- 
gards shipbuilding on submarine con- 
struction. Consequently the Germans are 
able to keep up a constant bee these 
boats, though the British Navy has taken 
a terrible toll. In order fo man their new 
submarines more rapidly, the Germans 
work the vessels with double crews, one 
crew working the boat while the other 
undergoes a course of training. This 
would .explain the comparative ease with 
which the Germans get men for such deli- 
cate work, but it must be disadvantageous 
when the boats are captured by our Navy. 

The most importa: event of the week 
in Parliament will be the Committee siage 
of the Special Register Bill, to be taken 
on Wednesday. Much curiosity is mani- 
fested as to what the Government will do 
regarding votes for the men of the forces.

As many of the ‘men 
have only one arm, the machinery has 
been specially adapted to their require- 
ments. That, too, might very well be 
done here.

NO GOOD WORD FOR PEACE.

Talk of peace is a “ tinkling 
cymbal.” “The whole peace movement in 
Germany is dangerous,” says General-Major 
Keim, founder of the Wehrvercin. ‘ Peace,’ 
says Dr. W. Fuchs, “ means not only shame, 
bus the end.” “It is wrong, says Die Jost, 
“to be always repeating that the mairftenance 
of peace is the real problem of the State: ... 
fog it is not true, and is only calculated to 
poison the mind of the people: with false a: 
weak ideas.” “The so-called peace of the 
world,”’ says Der Reichsbote, “ is not order 
chaos.” The only concession made to peace is 
a statement by Dr. Schmidt-Gibichenfels t 
“a healthy alternation of war and pea 
(war first}, “each of a preper duration, is the 
indispensable condition of the production and 
maintenance of everything that is good, beaut- 
ful, great and elevated, alike in nature and in 
true genuine Aultur.”
